N official approach has now been made to the Minister of Fuel and Power for 
sanction to reintroduce a premium grade of motor spirit under brand names, 
and it is very much to be hoped that permission will be granted. Apart from the 

benefits better spirit would bring to motoring—and there is no need to reiterate them 
—we would remind the present administration that small gestures towards “ setting 
the people free” generate disproportionate good will in return, which the 
Governm_at very much needs in the coming months of crisis. 

It has been tacitly, and no doubt correctly, assumed that the delay in returning 
to branded spirits was a result of the Persian disaster, which deprived Angio-trenien 
of their biggest refinery and left them, naked and cold, as it were, to face the com 
peting blast of high-octane refining from the catalytic crackers of rival companies, 
notably from the one at Fawley, which was opened last September and has a 
potentia] output of high-octane spirit of a million gallons a day. It was always 
obvious that outlets would have to be found for this output to prevent it from 
becoming an economic liability to the Esso company, and there is little doubt that 
Fawley’s “cat-cracker” is forcing the Governmental hand for the sake of the 
motorist. In any case, it is difficult to see why the misfortunes of Anglo-Iranian 
should have to be visited on the heads of the motorist. It is, perhaps, significant that 
the British Government are the majority shareholders of Anglo-Iranian. 

While no one outside the oil companies knows the exact plans, there is little doubt 
that the premium grade of spirit will have an octane number of about eighty, and 
will cost twopence or threepence more per gallon than Pool. The money will at least 
go on petrol and not on tax, and many motorists will be prepared to spend it. We 
can also expect a return from the extra cost in more power, which means more miles 
to the gallon. Let us hope that the Government will now release the spirit that 
everyone is waiting for. 


Rules and Roads 


HERE is much good sense in the remarks concerning the use of the roads 

made by the author of the article on the following pages, for there is no doubt 

that the roads of Britain are sadly misused. But in his cardinal point we feel 
that he overlooks the difficulty of law enforcement in road behaviour, a common 
pitfall for the theorist. The great law-abiding qualities of the British have tended 
to disappear after two wars in which no holds were barred, and the contention of 
our contributor that “Keep to the Left” should be strictly enforced is, we fear, 
inadmissible, although no doubt exists on the score of desirability. Confronted with 
such suggestions, the motorist feels vaguely that the mobile police should be able 
to “do something about it,” but how little can be realized upon consideration of 
the number of miles of roads in Great Britain: there are 8,176 miles of trunk roads, 
19,599 miles of class I, 17,697 class II, nearly fifty thousand class III, and, with 
the unclassified figure, a total of 183,794. 

None of this, we repeat, implies criticism of the contention, but only of the driver 
in general, whose sense of responsibility should be such that his obedience of the 
Highway Code maxim should be instinctive. The master of a ship would not 
dream of offending the laws of the sea even if he were alone in mid-Pacific ; but 
recent events have shown what a high sense of responsibility exists at sea, and we 
can only regret that a like sense is not found in the more dangerous conditions ashore. 

A part-answer to this state of affairs lies in the hands of those who undertake 
driving tuition, while the Ministry of Transport wields considerable exclusive power 
in the driving test. Welcome to motoring and the open road should be whole- 
hearted, but circumstances today demand that it should be extended only to those 
with a very high sense of responsibility

As each successive vehicle in these queued-up groups 
tends to fan out farther and farther to the right, a complete 
impasse is often created. If everyone were driving on the 
left, using the mirror, and occupying minimum space, 
nothing of this kind would occur. Oncoming traffic is, of 
course, equally impeded, and it is easy to see how grave 
hazards are needlessly created, and how drastically the flow 
per unit of time is reduced 

We are continually being informed of the inadequacy of 
police staffs, but even those we have seem to be entirely 
oblivious to this root cause of the traffic and accident 
problems, about which Authority professes to be so seriously 
perturbed. If there is, in fact, any sincerity in these pro- 
fessions of concern, why not take measures to see that the 
“keep left” rule is genuinely enforced? 

Never mind whether the road is empty or full; compel! all 
traffic to keep to the left. Legislate for genuine, even harsh 
enforcement. Pelice and courts should be instructed that 
observance of the rule is as much a “must” for road users 
as sobriety. Numerically, in the matter of accidents and 
deaths, non-observance is a far more lethal factor than drink 
It contributes so much indirectly as well as directly to the 
open road mishap.

test. In this way, we might hope to breed up a new race of 
drivers, habited to a more sensible, unselfish use of the 
roads. As things are at present, a whole race of incom- 
petents must presumably die out before the “drive left”

On the left-hand side of their vehicles, very few road users 
seem to know the difference between one foot and one yard, 
yet lives depend upon it. Hazards are created every time 
these people pass another vehicle, because the passing driver 
needs anything from three to six or more feet for the 
manceuvre. This obstructs and endangers oncoming traffic, 
takes much longer, and is all part of the prevalent misus« 
f road area 

In towns the problems associated with obtaining con 
sistently effective traffic How differ very much from those 
of attaining the same objective on the open road. At the 
moment this flow problem is in evidence in all large towns, 
London being probably the worst of them all. It is by no 
means solely a matter of density. It is restriction of move- 
ment that is, of course, the cause of the trouble. Density 
merely increases the necessity of maintaining the flow 
Density of itself need not greatly restrict overall speeds 
However closely packed the vehicles, they could still be 
kept moving at speeds quite high enough for town con 
ditions 
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Evidently then, here again, failure to face the need for 
and to enforce quite simple but sensible rules, is the basic 
cause of the troubles. 

A first and most important move would be to introduce 
the police ticket system as employed in America, because 
so much obstruction arises from failure to employ the 
slightest intelligence when vehicles are parked or even 
stopped for short periods. If a vehicle is placed obstruc- 
tively with no one in charge, the police should be empowered 
to affix a “ticket” to the windscreen, instructing the owner 
to report at a stated police station in order to pay a fine on 
the spot for the offence committed. These fines need not 
be excessively large’ The waste of time, and the trouble 
entailed in redeeming the offence do, it is found, act as 
an effectual deterrent to stupid behaviour and so reduce it 
to manageable proportions. Today the London police have 
quite evidently abandoned the unequal contest By and 
arge, they are simply outnumbered. 

The “ticket™ scheme should appeal particularly to a 
police chief faced with shortage of staff, as so much more 
work can be packed into a half-hour’s patrolling. At pre- 
ent the unfortunate officer has to hang about indefinitely 
until the offending owner turns up, or else take the car’s 
number and set going a complex train of cumbrous, time- 
wasting, official procedure. 


Obstructive Parking 


In London, despite the appalling congestion, it is still 
usual to find vehicles parked and deserted in the most sense- 
less fashion. They are quite commonly left so that they are 
either on, or obscuring, pedestrian crossings, or just in front 
of traffic lights, in streets where all parking is forbidden, 
directly opposite to vehicles on the other side of the road, 
when a yard or two either way would leave a middle passage 
clear, and so forth. 

Even when plenty of space is available they are often so 
placed that other parked vehicles are unable to move. Pas- 
sages opposite gateways and exits are obstructed, entry and 
exit to hotel courtyards become shut off quite unnecessarily; 
in short, a mass of stupid offences is committed, and all of 
them slow down or stop the traffic flow, and create accident 
hazards. In this connection, unilateral parking should 
obviously be a universal rule in towns. Only on the very 
widest thoroughfares should there be any exception 

Pedestrian control in towns is in the most primitive stage, 
yet in the mass the same stupidity is found amongst all 
sections of road users. Basically, it is the all-pervading 
selfishness that seems to be much so more general today than 
hitherto. If things are not taken in hand, and with some 


real determination, town traffic will shortly be at a virtual 
standstill. 

A further point is that the time would surely seem to 
have arrived when a halt should be called to the frequency 
with which widespread hold-ups are created in London by 
public and “state” functions. There is no place today for 
shows, processions, obstructive official drives, obstructive 
weddings, receptions associated with visiting “ personages ”, 
and so on. There is no justification for all the nonsense 
that disorganizes traffic with such depressing frequency. In 
such cases the purely local hold-up is bad, but the effects 
owing to “diversions” are often felt miles from the imme- 
diate event. The first thought when any such scheme is 
contemplated should be, will this interfere with the traffic 
flow? If so, then reluctantly or otherwise, the project should 
be given up. 

Regarding the pedestrian, one incidental advantage that 
would follow a determined effort at drilling the general 
populace in the matter of road usage and manners would be 
that they would inevitably become more accustomed to 
making fuller use of their faculties generally. If people ara 
permitted, as at present, to dive about all over the roads at 
will they should at least be trained to exercise some measure 
of care, and so lower the toll of accidents 


Bus Congestion 


One of the major problems of the London streets relates 
to the ever-increasing number of buses employed. Surely 
there is a limit to the number that it is economically sensible 
toemploy. Except at rush hours, the excellent Underground 
Railway system is, relative to its capacity, little used, other 
than for long journeys. The manner in which the population 
have been encouraged to drift from this excellent transport 
system to the buses is the root cause of much of the trouble 
This, of course, is a form of laziness in that, unless the 
journey is a lengthy one, the bus stop is much easier to find 
and use than a Tube station. It becomes increasingly 
doubtful whether the vast extensior of the bus system was 
really a sensible move. It is only necessary io visualize 
London with half the present swarm in use, to realize how 
much, by their numbers and size, they contribute to the flow 
problem. 

The vastly increased demand for bus drivers has bred up 
an entirely new, half-trained race, who are quite as ruthless 
towards all other road users as the taxi-cab and G.P.O. van 
drivers. All this adds to the complexity of the problem, 
because more vulnerable traffic is continually intimidated. 
It is checked and slowed down by sheer bulk and num- 
bers of buses, most of which are continually pulling out from 
stops, regardless of prevailing conditions. What the solution 
is here, it is difficult to imagine. Nothing but a ruthless 
overhaul of schedules, easing the pressure on drivers, better 
and more thorough training, combined with a 50 per cent 
reduction in the actual number of vehicles in use, seems to 
offer any prospect of easing the congestion. 

Incidentally, even in towns, the middle-of-the-road driver 
is still a public nuisance. So also are the people who uct into 
the wrong traffic stream and then cut across when the lights 
change. For so many people, too, the mirror is now replaced 
by the Trafficator. It shoots out, they pull smartly across 
in front of overtaking vehicles, and the flow receives another

The 
bonnet is curved down at the front and 
makes for easier access to the engine com 
partment as well as for improved visibility 
from the driving seat, so that both wings 
can be seen. The wide, curved rear lights 
and fin-type rear wings also combine to 
allow the driver to see both wings when 
reversing, which certainly makes for easier 
manceuvring of these massive cars. Re 
styling and higher compression of 6.8 to 1 
in place of 6.5 to 1 have also been effected 
on the Pontiac

In general there appears to be a 
tendency to employ even more chromium 
ornamentation on U.S. productions, and 
on the Chrysler Saratoga four-door, four- 
light saloon the upper horizontal bar of 
the frontal grille continues round the front 
of the wing under the head lamp and along 
the side of the wing.

On the Hills 


Though the fog which had earlier lain 
over parts of the routes soon to be fol- 
lowed by the competitors from Glasgow 
lifted in time, a good deal of frozen snow 
und ice, some of it the treacherous black 
ice, remained. At some points there were 
snow drifts which had been cleared to 
leave one-way traffic at such points as 
Beattock summit. Mounted police were 
on duty to clear spectators not only from 
the cars’ starting point at Glasgow, but 
ilso later at such towns as Kendal and 
Carlisle, where considerable crowds had 
turned out to watch the competitors go 
by. An early hazard was a lorry which 
overturned across the main Glasgow- 
Hamilton road outside Glasgow Zoo, about 
two miles from the city centre, a few 
minutes after the first Rally car, an Anglia. 
had been flagged away The director of 
the Zoo, Mr. Sidney Benson, held up 
Glasgow-bound traffic whenever a Rally 
car approached and the police quickly 
took over this littl bottleneck In the 
Welsh mountains a sharp frost on top of 
a thaw made conditions on some of the 
narrow roads particularly tricky, and at 
the check point at Liandrindod Wells, 
although the greater part of the entrants 
had been able to keep up the minimum 
schedule speed, none of them appeared to 
have been in any danger of exceeding the 
maximum which had been laid 
down for the Rally 

The first to reach the Llandrindod 
Wells control was E. S. Sneath, Sunbeam- 
Talbot, who arrived with half an hour 
in hand, being followed in by a steady

ladies’ entries, Mrs. E. M. Wisdom and 
Miss Van Damm, Sunbeam-Talbot, and 
Mrs. M. L. Vaughan and Mrs. L. F. Ash- 
field, in the Javelin. After Llandrindod the 
run across England was easier. Threats of 
frost which had been made by the weather 
forecasters did not materialize, and there 
was a general thaw with occasional fog 
which made visibility more of a problem 
than the road surfaces. 

In Radnorshire there was a good deal of 
ice. Three competitors who had planned 
to miss Folkestone and the cross-Channel 
boat, and fly their cars across from 
Lympne airport were defeated by bad 
weather which prevented the freighter 
planes taking off. But they just had time 
for a last-minute change of plan and were 
able to go across with their rivals in the 
cross-Channel steamer, Dinard, which 
had been chartered for the Rally. One 
famous Rally competitor J. G. Reece, who 
is driving a Ford Anglia, and whose pro- 
gress on the icy roads up north gave the 
spectators something to see, was driving 
with a foot injury which was dressed by 
his doctor at Llandrindod. At Folkestone 
he reported a trouble-free run and said 
that from Wales onwards there was ne 
trouble at all and very little fog. 

The non-starters were: Ford Prefect (A. Mo- 
Cracken), non-delivery of car; Alvis (K. B. Miller); 


Ford Consu! (A. E. Brown); Bentley (R. W. Austin): 
and Jaguar (E. Brandon) 


FOLKESTONE 


With the exception of five non-starters, 
all competitors arrived safely at Folke- 
stone on Wednesday morning; all were on 
time except a Hillman Minx driven by 
E. W. Quero and F. V. Baldock, which 
was three minutes late at the Folkestone 
control. The reason quoted for this was 
that the crew arrived at Ashford and 
thought they were at Folkestone ! 

During the previous morning at Glas- 
gow there was very thick fog, but this 
had cleared by the starting time, when 
the weather became warmer and it started 
to thaw. However, there were some 30 
miles of packed snow north of the border. 
Shap, in particular, was very treacherous. 
At Folkestone, crews had time to reflect on 
the journey to date. A Sunbeam-Talbot 
driven by J. Clegg collided with a non- 
competing M.G. outside Glasgow, and in 
an effort to make up for the resulting loss 
of time, it came off the road again before 
reaching Llandrindod Wells, damaging 
one of the brake pipes. 

However, driving with the hand brake 
alone, Clegg arrived at the Welsh control 
on time, and then carried on to Folke- 
stone with sufficient time in hand to get 
the car completely repaired at Martin 
Walters. This garage, in Folkestone, was 
in fact a hive of industry from soon after 
4.30 a.m. 

On the southward run, in the Shrews- 
bury-Knighton area, roads were ice-bound 
for some 20 miles, while for about 15 
miles from the Llandrindod Wells Con- 
trol a surface of badly rutted ice made 
going very difficult, and reduced speeds 
to about 25 miles an hour. South from 
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in the Early Stages 


Wales, conditions improved, and with the 
exception of fog around London and 
Maidstone, the roads were clear. 

Police escorts were out in full force in 
the London area, and guided competitors 
right through Greater London, no doubt 
saving loss of time for drivers unfamiliar 
with the capital. Of the cars requiring 
attention by the time they reached Folke 
stone, perhaps the most unfortunate was 
the “fire engine” Vauxhall of C. F 
Bartlett, which suffered from an oiled 
clutch. This was attended to with Pyrene 
and spanners. The trouble had become 
apparent quite early on, and consequently 
the car had been driven with care for 
many miles 

Organization at all controls was very 
good; perhaps because of the steady flow 
of cars at the harbour, all loading had 
taken place by 8.15 a.m., except the last 
arrival, J. Blumer’s Ford Pilot. After 
what seemed to anxious officials waiting 
to shut up shop to be an age, the Ford 
arrived with an R.A.C. escort—a few 
minutes in hand. The driver had, it 
seems, experienced ignition trouble on the 
route from Glasgow 


MONTE CARLO 


In bitterly cold weather ninety-six cars 
left Monte Carlo on January 22. Visi- 
bility was good but the drivers faced 


several inches of snow at Digne, and the 
temperature was as low as 19 degrees 
Centigrade below freezing point in the 
Alps 


There were fourteen non-starters 
Prince Pierre of Monaco was among the 
enormous crowd which saw the cars set 
off. The most unlucky model to date 
seems to have been the Porsche for, apart 
from the one which lost marks at Munich, 
more lost marks at Monte Carlo for being 
7 cms too low for the Rally regulations. 
At Grasse all the cars passed through 
according to plan, spread out over about 
two hours as at the start. 

By Grenoble in south-eastern France, 
F. E. Davis, the only Australian driver 
in the Rally, was understood to have 
dropped out on the way to Voiron, in the 
Alps. It was also unofficially reported 
that Schieck and de Ruyter, in an Opel, 
had failed to reach the Voiron control 
M. Noix, the French driver of a Peugeot, 
had a slight accident but reached the 
check point 


STOCKHOLM 


It was very cold in the Nordic twilight 
when the first of the Stockholm starters, 
Hartley's green Zephyr, accelerated out 
of the crowded square in front of the 
Royal Swedish A.C The temperature 
at 4 p.m. was minus cight degrees with 
every indication of a further drop. This 
did not deter the multitude which came, 
saw and cheered loud and long. This year 
the start was filmed and the atmosphere 
under the arclights was like a Hollywood 
gala, icebox edition 

There were four non-starters, K. G 
Tornball, G. Alderin, C. Lahaye and C. F 
Ekman The day’s greatest sensation was 
the non-arrival of Lahaye and Quatresous, 
1935 winners, who apparently got lost 
on the way up. The cars from Stockholm 
were once again lavishly equipped, par- 
ticularly outstanding being the Zephyr of 
a Dane, Nellemann, and the Hillman of 
Proos Hoogendijk, which had a special 


clock giving average speed for any part 
of an hour and two neat, roof-mounted 
spades painted to match the car. Sider- 
gren’s Curoen looked rather carbuncled 
with its special vents cut into the bonnet 
for external windscreen clearance 

The Jaguar of Svanberg was excep 
tionally well turned out, as were the two 
Finnish Alfas. The snappiest getaways 
of the day were made by the Allards of 
Heinisuo and Vilkas, which snaked be 
neath the ciné cameras with great aplomb 
The biggest draw was, as usual, Greta 
Molander, whose sky-blue Saab was liter 
ally buried beneath enthusiastic fans. She 
remarked that this was the .....st dangerous 
part of the Rally. The only Britisher 
from Stockholm was J. F. Sheehan, who 
flew from London on Monday to act as 
third man in Hartley's Zephyr Great 
amusement was caused by the thoughtful 
Publicity Department of the Swedish 
Ford people, which provided every mem 
ber of Ford crews with a food parcel and 
a little blue cap apiece, with “Ford” 
written on if 

It was a real matinée start with all the 
Swedish aces and a lot of the population 
preserved on celluloid for posterity. Ice- 
bound roads faced competitors all the way 
down Sweden, but they all arrived in the 
south without loss of marks. The outlook in 
Denmark was cold but generally ice free 
However, extra Danish police patrols 
were out to see that a universal 37 m.p.h 
speed limit was not exceeded. Drivers 
were warned at Stockholm to go slow as 
the penalty was three hours in the 
“cooler” or exclusion 


MUNICH 


A. R. Foster, one of the two British 
entries, was the first of thirty-two com- 
petitors to leave the Munich starting 
point; he shared a Jowett Javelin with 
G. Holdsworth, the other British entry 
being T. W. Franklin in an Austin 
Altogether there were fourteen German 
entries and eighteen cars from other coun- 
tries, non-starters totalling two. 

One French team, that of Georges and 
Plouvier, lost ten marks at the start 
because their Porsche did not fully meet 
the Rally specification. 

By and large the weather conditions 
facing Munich starters were favourable, 
the forecast threatening only occasional 
slight falls of snow. Temperatures all 
along their route were nearly down to 
freezing point, but although this was 
encouraging a sharp fall was expected 
during the night. Inevitably, some roads 
held plenty of snow and ice 

Some trouble was encountered before 
the Frankfurt check point. The two 
British teams were both held up by punc- 
tures but they arrived on time. The road 
had been icy but had lived up to the fore- 
cast of “reasonable.” More ice was fore- 
cast through Munster and Hamburg 


LISBON 


At Lisbon there was regret for the 
absence of thecrack French driver Jean 
Trevoux, winner of the 1951 event in a 
Delahaye, who had taken up an appoint- 
ment in Mexico. Despite nine non- 
Starters more than sixty cars set out, 
including three British crews. These were 
T. H. Wisdom and Lord Selsdon, in their 
Daimler (fitted up at the back as a com- 
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The fifty highest-piaced competitors 
from all the starting points have to 
cover this 46-mile mountain section 
in the South of France. The multiple 
hairpins of the Col de Braus may well 
be the deciding factor in the result of 
he rally. Following adverse criticism 
by those who surveyed this route just 
before the start, the average 
for this section was reduced trom 50 
te 45 kilometres an hour.

Of the original entry there were two non- 
starters, both Norwegian. The tempera- 
ture was several degrees below freezing 
point when the first car set off, but no 
mishap had been reported when all the 
cars passed the frontier post into Sweden 


PALERMO 


Only one non-Italian crew was amongst 
the twelve cars which left in good weather 
on the first stage of the Rally. 

This comprised B. Demole, of Switzer- 
land, and Prince D. Capece Zurlo, from 
Paris, driving an Oldsmobile.

OW few touring articles deal with 
the Thames Valley!

smoother, and while an increase in smoothness is often 
obtained by detuning, the performance figures show that 
with the Vanguard this is not the case. Acceleration times 
through the gears from 0-70 show an. improvement of over 
7 seconds as compared with the previous model tested. 

The ability to have an overdrive unit fitted as an optional 
extra enables the purchaser to benefit both in petrol economy 
and on speed, and when cruising in top gear a flick of the 
gear lever at right-angles to the normal plane of movement 
is all that is required to engage the overdrive. This con- 
siderably reduces the general noise level and allows the car 
to travel very quickly and pleasantly without subjecting the 
engine to the amount of revving necessary in the direct~drive 
top. Conversely, it is extremely simple to engage direct- 
drive top again by merely moving the gear lever in the 
opposite direction. No clutch operation is necessary under 
normal road conditions. It might be mentioned, however, 
that when travelling on icy roads it was found desirable to 
declutch when changing down from overdrive to direct top; 
if this was not done there was a tendency for the rear wheels 
to protest, and this in conjunction with such things as 
adverse camber might inadvertently provoke a slide. Per-

haps because of the engine flexibility and high torque the 
overdrive gear is easily able to cope with the lesser type 
of main road gradient, but on hills steeper than 1 in 10 
second gear was found desirable. Generally speaking, on 
the open road it is necessary to use only top and overdrive 
for normal motoring. 

With a character of its own, the Vanguard has good road 
manners and corners well with a definite and positive feel. 
It understeers slightly and the steering has good self- 
centring action; it is fairly sensitive to tyre pressures. 
The rear-mounted anti-roll bar does not cause an undesir- 
able oversteer and the car does not roll excessively under 
normal conditions on a wide road curve. On a tight corner 
slightly less roll would, however, be desirable. Driving in 
the one-up condition or fully laden the ride is good, and 
there is no undue pitching, which one might expect from 
a car of relatively short wheelbase. On the other hand, a 
slight amount of what may be termed “cross-roll” was 
experienced on some road surfaces. 

The steering column gear change is light in operation, 
and has a positive feel; the radial movement required to 
engage the gears is not excessive. The overdrive, of course,

HE National System of Interstate Highways in the 

U.S.A., which has been approved by the U.S. Federal 

Works Administrator, is the greatest inter-regional 
public road system in the world. The system has been 
selected by the various American State highway depart- 
ments in co-operation with the U.S. Public Roads Admin- 
istration. 

In recommending routes, the various States were 
governed by the U.S. Federal Aid Highway Act of 1944, 
which provided for the drawing-up of a 40,000-mile system 
connecting the principal centres of the country in the 
interest of the defence of America. 

The system, as approved, contains 37,681 miles of 
America’s principal highways, including 2,882 miles of 
urban thoroughfares. It reaches 42 state capitals and serves 
182 of the 199 cities with populations of 50,000 or more. 
All routes not already included in the Federal Aid highway 
system are automatically added thereto by law. 

Rural sections of the interstate system and inter-regional 
highways comprise only 1.1 per cent of all rural roads, but 
carry 20 per cent of all rural traffic. (Average traffic, as 
early as 1941, on the rural portions of the network was 
2,693 vehicles per day, as compared with 972 on State 
highways.) 

Design standards call for four-lane divided highways 
wherever traffic is 800 vehicles or more in peak hours. Such 
vision in highway planning is a comment on the state of 
affairs against which a contributor protests in the article on 
pages 92-93.

HE Ford Taunus, German equivaient 
of the Prefect, has just been super- 
seded by a new model known as the 

Taunus 12M. The previous model had 
been in production since 1939 and re- 
mained very popular, but was technically 
outmoded. 

Ourtwardly the new model bears a strong 
family resemblance to the Dagenham-built 
Consul and Zephyr, but it is a smaller car 
and is powered by a four-cylinder side- 
valve engine of 1,172 c.c. like that of the 
Prefect. The power unit and gear box are 
the only major parts retained from the 
previous model, but by raising the com- 
pression ratio and improving the inlet 
manifold, the power output has been raised 
to 38 b.h.p., a creditable figure for a simple 
side-valve engine of this size.

“The Far-off Hills are Greenest” 


MORE ABOUT THE COAST OF ANTRIM 


N Ireland we have a proverb: “The Far-off Hills are 
Greenest,” and surely for the visitor from “across the 
water,” memory of hill and sea and sky in Co. Antrim 

must ever remain a delight in retrospect. 

But the road must go on, for roads are endless; and from 
Baile-an-Caiseal—The Town of the Castle—where the blue 
Atlantic fills the wide bay below, it is to the west that it 
would lead, for the call of the west is always strong, as wit- 
ness the legend of Tir na Nége—the land of eternal youth, 
beyond sunset and evening star. 

After supper we walked down to the harbour and watched 
the restless tides pressing in from the wide Atlantic through 
the race of Sloch-na-Marra, between the rocky coast and 
the island of Raghery, or Rathlin, a few miles off-shore. It 
was on this island that Robert the Bruce is reputed to have 
had his notable encounter with the spider, from which, no 
doubt, originated the familiar maxim: “If at first... .” 
(Particularly applicable to members of the motoring fraternity, 
I’ve always thought, when engaged on some particularly 
difficult task of servicing!) 

The moon was bright over the sea, bathing land and water 
in a radiance of opalescent light, restful and satisfying after 
a day at the wheel. This was the harmony captured so 
admirably by Debussy in his Claire de Lune; and in the 
unreal light, watching the white wavetops curling in, it 
needed no mental effort to believe as factual the fantasy 
of the Children of Lir. The tale relates how long, long 
ago these four children, victims of their stepmother’s 
jealousy for their father, were transformed by her into 
sv.ans, and doomed to live nine hundred years on the wastes 
of the seas until the tolling of a Christian bell should release 
them from their enchantment. 

For Six hundred years they dwelt in the west, on the wild 
waters of Meath and Mayo, and a further three centuries 
were spent on the Sea of Moyle, which is now called the 
North Channe!, between Ireland and the Hebrides. From 
here they sometimes sought shelter in this bay of Bally- 
castle, the girl, Fionnghuala, cherishing her three brothers 
among the wave-troughs. But when at length St. Patrick’s

bell was heard and the swans resumed their human form, 
their beauty of youth had vanished, so aged were they; 
and there remained for them only death and, contradictorily, 
immortality. 

The wavetops were still running white next when 
I set out to continue my journey along the coast, with 
Rathlin Island constantly in view in the crystal air, appear- 
ing to be only a few hundred yards distant across the channel 
instead of six miles. 

The road to the west climbs steadily away from the town, 
and after a mile or two among fields, swings out to skirt 
the cliff edge near the islet of Carrick-a-Rede. Here, during 
the net season from March to the end of August, salmon 
are regularly taken, the fishermen crossing to the island by 
means of a rope bridge suspended some ninety feet above 
the waves. For a consideration the intrepid visitor may 
also make the crossing, though I wouldn’t advise the nervous 
to attempt it. The bridge is composed of two steel cables 
supporting a lattice-plank footway, with wire handrails on 
either side, the whole structure being free to sway in the 
wind, which is frequently gusty! 

The rocky cliffs of Carrick give way beyond Ballintop to 
the gently sweeping down of whins and marram above the 
wide sands of Whitepark Bay. On a day of calm air and 
cerulean skies this is a paradise of sunlight and blue water 
and wildflower air, when dunlin and other wading birds 
utter sweet cries as they wheel in flights above the wet 
sands. The visitor from the crowded beaches of Britain will 
find this an enchanted land, where the spread of the sands 
is never crowded and the tide invites old and young with 
its crystal shimmer. 

The temptation here is to stay and laze away the golden 
hours, and what more delightful? But this is always a 
coast which beckons onward with its endless variety of 
scenery and historic interest. 

Not far from Whitepark Bay are the ruins of Dunseverick 
Castle, set on a rock above the sands, but they are today 
the merest shadow of the stronghold where once dwelt the 
warrior and famous swordsman, Conal Cearnac, renowned

It was a relic, 
it was quaint, it was slow—cyclists frequently passed the 
antiquated cars as they climbed steadily the rising ground 
behind the Royal Portrush golf course—but it was a pleasant 
means of visiting this picturesque coast and its famous 
landmarks. Now it is gone, and the amusing after-dinner 
story of how rheumatic sufferers used once to stand astride 
the live and carrier rails for free electrical treatment will 
soon be as meaningless as reference to the great auk which 
long ago lived among the sandhills of Whitepark Bay.

I crossed the river beside the old manor of Bel-atha- 
Rioghna—The Queen’s Ford—pausing on the bridge to look 
down into the clear water flowing smoothly to the lough, 
and swaying the leaves of marsh-marigolds whose golden 
petals shone on gravel banks in midstream. Then, with the 
setting sun in my eyes, I returned to the car and sped 
swiftly away down the straight concrete highway crossing 
the marsh, to reach in the twilight the broad River Foyle 
and the walled and ancient city of Londonderry at the head 
of its green valley, famous in history and renowned in song.

Immediately there was a terrifying report 
and the whole of the screen was opaque 

The sensation of having one’s vision instantancously cut off 
when travelling at 45-50 m.p.h. can best be left two people's 
imagination. As you so rightly say, one’s first reaction is, not 
to put one’s fist through the glass, but to brake hard and at the 
same time try to recover one’s wits and presence of mind

Dif..culties of Obtaining Replacements 


[63961.}—It is hoped that your timely editorial remarks in 
the December 21 issue on the dangers of toughened safety glass 
windscreens will result in positive action being taken. ie 1s 
lamentable that a country which professes to value human life 
so dearly should tolerate its continued use in any vehicle for this 
purpose. 

Car and safety glass manufacturers must now be fully familiar 
with the stringent regulations regarding safety glass in the 
U.S.A., and yet they appear content to inflict this potential 
menace on other less enlightened markets with impunity. This 
is considered to be cheese-paring economy of the worst kind, 
and quite inexcusable. 

This is perhaps a particularly sore point with me On a 
recent Continental holiday my windscreen was instantly shat- 
tered by a small flying stone from an enormous American 
juggernaut which approached me at high speed. More by luck 
than good judgment the car was stopped without mishap. The 
shattered pieces of glass (and how many there were; we retrieved 
bits for weeks afterwards) were removed, and we set out to 
seek a replacement in Le Mans at mid-day on Saturday. Not 
a hope until Monday, and then extremely doubtful 

You see, like most modern screens the glass was set in flexible 
moulded rubber, and without a rigid and accurate template it 
is Next to impossible to cut a glass to fit first time. It is hardly 
to be expected that service agents abroad should carry stocks 
sufficiently comprehensive to cover the multiplicity of types and 
models with which we are afflicted today The introduction

of curved screens further complicates the renewal problem, which 
only a factory replacement can solve. Laminated glass is seldom 
damaged so as to be completely unserviceable. 

In our case we drove over 500 miles before obtaining a re- 
placement. The weather was good, and apart from being frozen 
at times, and collecting every fly of every brand in Europe, all 
was well, except possibly our tempers.

Sir Miles Thomas, in “ The Case for Economy,” spoke 
of the original Morris Minor’s target price of £125, and said,

A design of mine, revised and altered 
often during two years, has now approached finality. Three 
types are envisaged: the first an open two-seater, the second 
an open four-seater, and the third a four-seater estate version. 
Common features are an air-cooled flat-twin 500 c.c. two-stroke 
engine, three-speed and reverse gear box, with steering column 
gear control, front-wheel driye, progressive- rate independent

LIGHTS 
Use, Abuse and Misuse 


[63966.]—With reference to your article “ Road Tests in 1951” 
(January 11), I agree with you that the head lights provided 
on the medium range of cars are not satisfactory. You say that 
a “medium head lamp” is required; it seems to me that some 
people have found the answer by using a fog lamp. Apart 
from the fact that the majority of fog lamps in use are illegal, 
unless used in fog or falling snow, most of them have been 
“slightly disturbed,” to quote from “Disconnected Jottings,” 
and the dazzle this causes leads to bad manners on both sides. 
I cannot, however, agree with you that the double-dipped 
lamps are satisfactory to both drivers when they meet at night. 
While the driver with double-dipping head lamps benefits from 
the twin lights, he is probably not aware that he is still dazzling 
the oncoming driver. Perhaps this is the reason why the 
driver with double-dipping lights receives flashes to dip from 
oncoming drivers, even though he has dipped his lights.

FRONT-WHEEL DRIVE 
Safety in Skidding 


[63967.}—Mr. Holland Birkett’s letter [63906] is in the main 
so sound that it is a pity that he returns to his attack on f.w.d. 

It must be freely admitted that the excellent roadholding of 
the Citroen is only indirectly attributable to f.w.d., but to say 
that it is achieved in spite of f.w.d. is to overstate the case. 
Given an equally low c. of g. and equally efficient suspension, 
the maximum speed at which a car can negotiate a particular 
bend without skidding depends not upon whether it is front or 
rear driven, but only upon the coefficient of friction between its 
tyres and the road. 

Mr. Birkett’s further remark that it is only the differentia! 
which renders f.w.d. tolerable under very slippery conditions 
seems to imply that the differential is a mechanism with which 
the rear drive car can perfectly well dispense! My experience 
with a G.N. on wet roads is completely at variance with this. 

His argument that f.w.d. racing cars are dangerous because 
they behave like a Citroen on ice suggests to me that his experi- 
ence of both types is limited. 

The major virtue of f.w.d. is its safety in a power skid. A 
rear drive car in a power slide behaves in a manner exactly 
analogous to a strongly over-steering car on a dry corner; i.c., 
its tail goes wider and wider and puts the car into a tighter 
and tighter turn until it is proceeding sideways (unless, in either 
case, prompt action is taken by the driver to bring the front 
wheels out on to a wider radius). Why such behaviour should 
be widely accepted as safe in a slide, when it is acknowledged 
to be dangerous before adhesion is lost, completely baffles me.

like a car under-steering. Its front wheels automatically move 
outwards on to a wider radius, reducing the sharpness of the 
turn executed by the whole car and diminishing centrifugal force 
until equilibrium is reached. The car then makes the sharpest 
turn possible with the adhesion available. 

If the driver finds himself running out too near to the edge 
of the road he has only to ease the throttle to increase front 
wheel adhesion and allow a sharper turn to be made. This 
action is simple and instinctive, and there is no startling change 
in the attitude of the car, so that the average motorist driving 
a f.w.d. vehicle goes in and out of skids without being conscious 
of the fact. 

If front drive had no other virtue than this inherent safety, it 
would merit widespread adoption on touring cars. Racing cars 
are handled by experts and are a different story.

SUPPRESSORS 


The Technicalities of Non-interference 


[63969.|—While not doubting the authenticity of the experiences 
quoted by Mr. A Deans [63888], one feels that there was 
some factor not discovered which was responsible for the 
performance stated 

Actually a suppressor, which is only a resistance, will not 
reduce the voltage that has to be built up across the plug 
points, because a resistance can cause a voltage loss only if 
there 1s a current flowing. Hence, until the spark actually occurs 
at the plug points, the circuit is not complete, and no current 
flows until then. It should be remembered that a voltage must 
be built up capable of ionizing the gas between the plug points, 
whether this be plain air or petrol vapour, and the potential 
at which this occurs will depend on the pressure caused by 
the compression by the piston and the temperature. 

The instant of spark discharge is followed by an oscillatory 
train of diminishing sparks, which, if the mixture is correct, 
should have no effect on its combustion, as this should have 
taken place in the first instant of spark. These succeeding 
spark trains are therefore of no value, and tend only to burn 
the plug points, but it is those which cause so much inter- 
ference with electronic and television equipment. A suppressor, 
or resistance, damps out these unwanted sparks, and, in so 
doing, saves plug points and electrical interference 

The only case where loss of spark will occur is if the plugs 
have poor insulation owing to damp or metal deposited

ROAD SAFETY 


Failure of the Highway Authorities 


[63970.|—I was delighted to see your little paragraph “ Why 
Accidents Happen” in The Autocar of January 11. You have 
here the kernel of the whole of the accident problem, but the 
social climate is at present quite unpropitious for an improve- 
ment in our roads. Until this social climate is altered, there 
is little hope of the roads being improved and, therefore, of 
the accident rate being reduced. 

I think it is tragic to see the recrimination which goes on be- 
tween the different categories of road users—the pedestrian 
blames the motorist; the motorist blames the cyclist, and so on 

In my opinion, the highway authorities are much more to 
blame than any category of road user, but so long as the road 
users indulge in mutual recrimination so long will the social 
climate be unfavourable to the improvement in our roads. Our 
roads are amongst the worst in the world. This statement usually 
brings forth violent denials by those people who think of roads 
purely in terms of surface, and I am prepared to admit that our 
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continued 


roads are the best-surfaced death traps in the world, but surface 
is only one of the many factors contributing to roads. 

I was driving along a typical English main road—narrow, 
winding, and with plenty of blind corner roceeding in a 
procession, when we came round a bend pet one y By 

ing to overtake another on a corner. My passenger remarked, 
“Lom at that fool, trying to overtake on a blind corner. 

I replied, “ Look at that highway authority providing a blind 
corner for the fool to overtake on. 

There was no accident—no thanks to the highway authority, 
but thanks to the skill of the drivers concerned—but had there 
been an accident, I am convinced that the public would have 
blamed the drivers alone and attached no blame whatever to 
the highway authority. 

This is what I mean by the social climate. 

The highway authorities, be they national or local, have been 
entrusted with the responsibility of providing the country with 
satisfactory roads. They have completely failed to do so. 

Is it not amazing that there are still people who want to give 
our national and local authorities more responsibility when they 
have not yet succeeded in adequately discharging their existing 
ones ?

T now seems that the formula 1 races 

this season will be very few and far 

between, as more and more race 
wganizers are announcing their intentions 
© adopt formula 2 as the basis for their 
main events. The eight main French 
races, which form the qualifying events 
for the championship of France, will all 
be formula 2; and it seems highly prob- 
able at the moment that the Swiss, 
German and Spanish Grands Prix will fol- 
low suit. For 1953 many organizers are 
expected to adopt the new provisions for 
formula 1; that is, up to 2$ litres unsuper- 
charged or 750 c.c. supercharged, although 
this formula does not officially come into 
force until January 1, 1954; but, of course, 
its early adoption would allow the testing 
of new designs as well as the employment 
of existing unsupercharged 2-litre formula 
2 cars. All in all, the prospects for 
supercharged 1}-litre cars do not look 
very promising at present. 

This tendency, after all, is a natural 
one; Alfa Romeo may not race their blown 
cars this year and Gordini has announced 
that he will not race his cars in super- 
charged form any longer. With the virtual 
demise of the French 4}-litre Talbot rac- 
ing cars, this would leave formula 1 racing 
as a gift to Ferrari, and possibly the 
B.R.M., who have announced that a team 
will be run for formula 1 events. Formula 
2 prospects, on the other hand, have never 
been so promising; with Ferrari and 
possibly two more Italian marques, Simca- 
Gordini and at least one other from 
France, A.F.M. and Veritas representing 
Germany, and H.W.M., Alta, Connaught, 
Cooper and one or two more interesting 
possibles in this country, there should be 
1 guaranteed field for almost every inter- 
national formula 2 race of note. Rumours 
that the B.R.M. organization has formula 
2 ideas have now been stated to be with- 
out official backing.

JIERO TARUFFI, the Italian driver 
who has been much in the news of 
late, has now put up new figures for the 
international class E (1,501-2,000 c.c.) 50- 
mile record, previously established by Mrs 
Gwenda Stewart with the Derby-Miller 
at Montlhéry in 1931. Taruffi’s average 


speed was 144 m.p.h.; but an interesting 
point arises in connection with this record. 
As there is no clear 50-mile stretch in 
Italy whereon to attack the record, 
Taruffi did it up and down a 25-mile 
stretch of the straight and level Appian 
Way, near Rome, and the car was turned 
round at the end (and sent back again) by 
the use of a specially designed turntable 
trolley. This, of course, makes the 
achievement all the more notable, as the 
car had to stop and restart in the middle 
of each 50-mile run; but the F.LA. regu- 
lations covering record attempts state that 
the car must not, during a record run, be 
moved other than by its own engine and 
crew. So now the F.LA. will have to 
decide, before ratifying the new figures, 
whether to allow this trolley twiddle 
which, no doubt, was activated by some 
other persons, if no other engine).
